Boston  Mayor  Kevin  White 
told  representatives  from 
Chinatown  on  Nov.  1  that  he 
would  seek  a  one-year  lease 
I  from  the  Massachusetts  Turn¬ 
pike  Authorities  (MTA)  for 
the  2.5  acres  of  land. 

Representing  Chinatown  be¬ 
fore  the  Mayor  were  William 
Bray,  executive  director  of 
the  Chinatown  YMCA;  Frank 
Chin,  business  man;  and  Davis 
Woo,  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  YMCA. 

Caroline  Chang,  represent¬ 
ing  the  Chinatown  Little  City

ditions  must  first  be  met  be¬ 
fore  anything  is  definite. 

McCue  said  the  MTA  chief 
j  engineer,  Mel  Crane,  is  pre¬ 
sently  working  on  the  problem 
with  the  MfA  general  counsel. 
McCue  noted  that  questions  to 
be  resolved  include  fencing, 
establishing  what,  types  of 
sports  will  be  played,  etc. 

The  delegation  from  China¬ 
town  also  asked  that  part  of 
the  Edison  Park  area  be  hard- 
topped  for  volleyball,  out¬ 
door  basketball  and  tennis. 
They  also  sought  curbing  of 
the  hard- topped  area  so  it 
j  can  also  be  flooded  winters 
for  ice  skating. 

The  Mayor  told  the  group 
the  City  would  provide  the 
necessary  funding  for  con-

Ed  Goon  Attends 
Asian -American 
Conference 

Dr.  Edward  J.  Goon,  last 
year’s  Chinese -American  Civic 
Association  (CACA)  president 
and  senior  research  scientist 
for  Norton  Co. ,  represented 
the  Boston  Chinese  community 
at  a  recent  White  House  re¬ 
ception  and  briefing  for 
Asian  American  leaders. 

The  Asian  American  leaders 
were  invited  to  the  Oct.  18 
briefing  to  discuss  common 
goals  in  community  service 
programs . 

More  than  50  delegates, 
representing  Chinese ,  Japan¬ 
ese,  Korean  and  Filipino  mi¬ 
nority  groups,  met  with  staff 
members  from  the  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Wel¬ 
fare,  the  Office  of  Minority 
Business  Enterprises  under 
the  Department  of  Commerce , 
the  Domestic  Council  and  the 
Cost  of  Living  Council. 

While  some  briefings  cov¬ 
ered  ground  irrelevant  to  the 
specific  needs  of  Boston’s 
Chinatown,  Dr.  Goon  said  he 
considered  the  conference, 
overall,  of  value  because  of 
the  opportunity  to  meet  with 
'many  other  Chinese  leaders 
i  frail  Chinatowns  across  the 
country.

"Call  me  a  ’Jack- of -all -Trades’ says  Richard  Chin, 
the  young  outreach  worker  from  the  Division  of  Employment 
Services,  working  out  of  the  Multi- Service  Center  located 
at  78  Tyler  Street  (in  the  Maryknoll  Center) .  The  phone 
number  there  is  426-8673  and  423-4325.  His  primary  job  is 
helping  people  find  jobs... 

But  the  scope  of  Richard's  job  covers  a  broad  range — 
from  providing  rehabilitative  assistance,  to  counseling  and 
translation  services- -that  there  is  very  little  he  can’t  do 
to  help  solve  your  problem.  He  is  especially  good  at  pro¬ 
viding  information  about  state-wide  resources:  which  state 

agency  can  best  help  you  with  your  unwieldly  problem. 

* 

Basically,  Richard’s  work  is  community  work- -whatever 
is  happening  in  the  community,  whether  it  be  of  major  con  - 
sequence  or  something  on  a  very  personal,  individual  level, 
is  part  of  his  job. 

In  the  past  he  has  accompanied  people  who  don’t  speak 

English  to  job  interviews,  helped  people  correctly  and  un¬ 
de  standably  fill-out  application  and  governmental  forms, 
and  even  referred  parents  of  an  autistic  child  to  the  prop¬ 
er  help  agencies. 

'  One  of  his  more  unusual  cases  involved  following  up  on 
an  automobile  smash-up  case  where  the  youth  involved  could 
not  speak  English,  did  not  know  how  to  go  about  seeking  le¬ 
gal  assistance,  properly  notifying  the  police,  or  clearing 
hospital  reports  and  getting  insurance  payments.  Richard 
spent  four  months  on  it,  but  he  got  the  situation  straight¬ 
ened  and  the  insurance  taken  care  of. 

When  it  comes  to  finding  jobs, 
Richard  has  a  ’’Job  Bank”  with 
over  7,000  listings.  In  add¬ 
ition,  the  Multi- Service  Cen  - 
ter  gets  miscellaneous  job 
openings  and  offers  from  var¬ 
ious  private  organizations. 

Much  of  Richard  Chin’s  time  is  spent  on  the  streets  of 
Chinatown,  meeting  people,  talking  to  the  young,  getting 
’’into”  the  community.  Being  both  Chinese  and  bi-Iingual, 
he  is  maximally  effective  in  his  job  as  Chinatown  outreach 
worker. 

”It  is  important,”  he  said,  ”to  develop  a  rapport  with 
the  community,  to  .inform  people  that  I  can  be  of  help.” 

Right  now  he  is  doing  the  job  of  five- -the  typical  Di¬ 
vision  of  Employment  Services  community  office  would  also 
have  two  interviewers,  a  clerk  and  counselor,  but.  the  of¬ 
fice  is  short-handed  and  short-funded. 

’’You  name  it,  and  I  do  it,”  Richard  laughs.

Security  Act,  passed  by  Con¬

The  amendments  are  too  nu¬ 
merous  to  be  explained  here, 

;  but  all  beneficiaries,  appli- 
I  cants  and  future  applicants 
!  of  social  security  benefits 
should  be  aware  of  the  many 
changes . 

Most  of  the  changes  will 
not  become  effective  until 
Jan.  1,  1973. 

Specific  explanation  of 
the  changes,  and  more  detail¬ 


ed  information  on  the  meaning 
and  effect  of  those  changes 
will  be,  made  available  to  all 
social'  security  district  of¬ 
fices  in  the  near  future.  The 
offices,  meanwhile,  will  be 
able  to  handle  general  ques¬ 
tions  about  the  changes  in 
the  lave 

The  social  security  office 
suggests  that  all  questions 
about  the  social  security  a- 
mendments  be  directed  to  so¬ 
cial  security  personnel,  ra¬ 
ther  than  to  well-meaning  but 
un- informed  sources. 

Changes  affect  all  pro¬ 
grams  which  cane  under  the 
social  security  umbrella,  in¬ 


cluding  retirement  and  sur¬ 
vivors’  benefits,  disability 
benefits,  and  Medicare.
